Means—seven in number—called at the White 
House, where they ~h*d ai? Hour and a half's 
interview with the President, tS&inly in rela- 
tion to the Funding bill. Tne call was made 
in compliance with the express-invitation df 
the President. * The result of this important 
interview cannot now bo stated with precision. 
By what right these servants of the people 
presume to keep their employees ignorant of 
the progress of the -work they are well paid 
to perform we will not now atop to inquire. 
It ia very clear, however, what course tbey 
ought to have determined upon. There are 
three parties interested m the Fanding.bill: 
First, the taxpayers, who pay both principal 
and interest; second, the capitalists, who have 
loaned their money to the government; third, 
the brokers, who stand between the two-first 
named and make a little something from each. 
The Funding bill that passed the Senate on 
the llth insfc., and was made the subject of the 
White House conference on'Friday last, is 
wholly in the interest of the brokers or middle- 
men. 
The interests of the taxpayers and 


bondholders were certainly not regarded by 
the fraraers as worthy of any consideration 
whatever; for, while the bill reduces the rate 
of interest paid to the latter, it adds vastly to 
the burdens of the former; in fact, it is 
arranged so that the middlemen can stand 
between the two and prey upon each. 


As is usual in bills of the kind, the most ne- 


ferious portion is smuggled into the very last 
section, which provides for an increase of four 
hundred million dollars to the Loaded interest- 
bearing debt of our connirj- and about foriy- 
ons million dollars per annum additional sub- 
sidy to the national banks. Under its provi- 
sions national banking associations may absorb 
the four hundred million dollars of greenbacks 
now outstanding, and. by depositing them in 
the national Treasury to be cancelled, receive 
in return therefor seven hundred and twenty 
million dollars in gold-bearing bonds and cur- 
rency—four hundred millions of the former 
and three hundred and (Treaty millions of the 
latter, the one bringing four per cent gold from, 
the people's Treasury, and the other whatever 
interest, the rapacity of national bankers may 
please to extort—not less than, eight per eenr 
on an average. In short, section nine of tie 
Funding bill is worth, if it becomes a law, 
about forty-one million dollars per annum to 
the national banks that will certainly organize 
under its ample provisions. 
It is difficult to 


nnd lansjnage to properly chaiacterize such a 
proposition. We are eonfidenf it will niver 
pass the House. Instead of adding io the na- 
tional banks those already ia existence should 
re legislated out. Let the section l»e reversed 
or struck out entirely. 


The object of a Funding bill is io fund the debt 


at a lower rate of interest jnd decieaso the j 
axpayers' burden. 
The object of the bill now 


before the Committee of Ways and Means is (o 
decrease the interest oa the public debt, iu- 
srease the taxpayers' burden and fill the pockets 
of the middlemen and coffers of the national 
mnks. The duty of the commUtee is plain. T aey 
should prepare an. entirely new bill, disencum- 
>ered of all national bank complications—a 
simple, pliia Funding MIL Let agents be ap- 
>ointed at fixed salaries by the Treasory Da- 
rartment to take charge of and superintend 
he whole business, without the 


ommissiou for the whole job. The Depart- 
ment should do its own work. Let them add 
a section making agents remit to the Treasury 
)opartment the proceeds of bonds whenever 
hey amount to twenty thousand dollars, and 
a cities where there is an assistant treasurer 
hey should deposit the proceeds of sales with 
him daily. 
The practice of letting agents 


lave the free use of several million dollars of 
unadjusted balances month after month we 
lave had, to say the least, quite enough of. 


When the time arrives that funding is prac- 


ieable let agents be appointed in tKo principil 
cities of England, France and Germany to 
shange the existing bonds for new ones; but if 
we tender payment to onr creditors let such 
payments ba made only in New York and 
Washington—at our commercial or political 
metropolis.

Onr Commercial Interests in tho 


World. 


Tho immensely valuable trade of the East 


has boon always coveted by great commercial 
nations, and there has been an intense rivalry 
for it ever since Europe began to make com- 
merce the source of'its wealth, power and pro- 
gressive civilization. Fiom the dawn of com- 
mercial development the rich and populous 
countries of Asia, China, India, Japan and 
other Asiatic countries have been regarded as 
the greatest field for trading enterprise Eng- 
land, Holland and Franco were rivals in that 
hemisphere, and Russia, too, in her "overland 
trade. But since the United States grew to be 
a great commercial Power there has been an- 
other formidable rival. In fact, the two great 
rivals for the trade of the East hereafter will be 
this country and 
England. 
At present 


England has the "supremacy. 
She has, 


too, 
undeniable 
and 
great 
advantages. 


Her vast empire in India not only gives her a 
monopoly of the trade there, but it places her 
in the most favorable position for holding on 
to a large share of that of China. Still, the 
United • States can be a successful rival to 
England in China, Japan and other countries 
of Asia, if not in India. We have advantages 
also, and some that England cannot acquire. 
China, 
Japan, 
Sumatra, 
Borneo, 
Siam, 


Malacca, the Philippine Islands and all tha 
countries and islands in that region are much 
nearer to the United. States than to Eajland. 
They are separated only fiom this country by 
one ocean, the navigation of which is easy. 
Even with the facilities that England or the 
other nations of Europe may have for trade 
through tbe Suoz Canal, the communication 
from our Western shores to the great trading 
marts of Asia will ba shorter, quicker and far 
cheaper. Oar Pacific railroads will bring 
even New York and the other commercial 
cities on the Atlantic nearer to Eastern Asia 
than Europe is; and though England and 
R issia are publiing tbeir 
telegraph lines 


to all poiats of the Asiatic Csntiaont, with a 
view to control the trade with that part of the 
world, we shill soon have cables li>id across the 
Pacific to compete wi*,h them. 
So far, tlien, as 


these modern agonoics of commercial pro- 
gress—the telegraph and steam power—go, tuis 
country has greater advantages than any other. 
The time is not distant when there will bo a vast 
population on the Pacific side of the republic; 
whoa there will be sever il steamship lines to 
China, Japan and otber ports of Asia; when 
we shall be m instant telegraphic communica- 
tion with the Eastern Wor'd, nnd wlien our 
intercourse with the hundreds of millions of 
people th3re will be grratly enlarged. 


But we must not forget that in this race those 


who se'zs the opportunities before them win, 
and those wJjo do not, loss. 
Indeed, the 


oit opportunities may be thrown aw*y by 


neglect. There is, ~ ns was said, a vast Sslil 
for American enterprise and commerce in Asia 
and the Asiatic islands; bat it needs explor- 
ing and cultivating. 
We want ablo men as 


representatives 
in

and 
we * want 
commercial and 


special agents to enlighten the governments 
and native chiefs about our country and the 
value of our trade. 833 what Mr. Burlingame 
accomplished! See what a position he placed 
the Umtel Stales in and the prospects he has 
opened to Ms naHvo country by his skill and 
liberal policy! If we had some such, men as 
that gentleman, though in a less, prominent 


"",~ «--.>j.i. oa «nmniprcial agents only— 
spread over the different countries 01 i-aatei^ 
Asia, we should soon find our commerce 
enlarging and spreading. England is using 
every means possible to extend and perpetuate 
her Uade there, and we ought to do the same. 
It would not take many years, if we were to 
use the right means, to give this country that, 
commercial supremacy which England now 
holds. Let us have able representatives to 
begin with, men of large fcxperience and 
acquainted with these countries, and not back- 
woodsmen or mere local politicians—such 
men, for example, as the lamented Mr. Bur- 
lingame, Mr. Hart, the Chinese Imperial 
Commissioner of Customs, 
or 
Mr. Cajsar 


Moreno, the famous Asiatic traveller and 
scholar, who has become an Amercan and 
who is now in this country. 
There is no one, 


probably, better acquainted with China, India 
and the countries of Eastern. Asia generally. 
He was in Pekin when Mr. Buriingame was 
there, was the fiiend of that gentleman, and 
is acquainted with the leading men and chief? 
ia different parts of Asia. He has held very 
prominent positions, both in Asia and in his 
nalire country, Italy, before he became' aa 
American. He was a member of the Italian 
Parliament, and held a marked position there 
through the liberal, bold and progressive 
course he took. The President could not do 
belter thiva to send Mr. Moreno to Asia in some 
representative capacity. In fact, we want more 
men there of like qualifications and experi- 
ence. Looking at the depressed condition, of 
our commerce since the war, at the necessity 
of extending it and thereby reviving our ship- 
ping interests, and at tho splendid opportunity 
for American trade and enterprise in Asia, the 
government will make a serious mistake if it 
should not use all the means ia its power to 
enlarge our consmercial intercourse with the 
countries of Eastern Asia.

From the mass of able dis- 
courses which we print this morning we seleci 
these two, because, as we have again and 
again said, infallibility is the question of tho 
hour. 


In the Church Qf the Messiah, Mr. Hep- 


worth, a young and able divine, very eloquent 
and somewhat poetical, although a little nar- 
row-minded for a Unitarian, preached on the 
question, ''What Would Catholicism Do in 
America, if It Could ?" In St. Peter's Episco- 
pal church, a divine of larger experience, of 
perhaps more solid gifts, but less brilliant, 
and therefore less popular, discoursed on the 
"Arguments Alleged ia Favor of the Dogma 
of InfsillibiSity." 
Both discourses are good 


in ilitfit- way. 
The discourse of Mr. Hepworth 


will b3 most admired by the multitude. 
That of Dr. Beach will bs 
cons'dered 


the more thorough and exhaustive bv the 
thoughtful and reflecting few. Ia neither 
discourse do we discover anything new. 
The 


one tells us iba old story of Papal pretension 
and bigutry an^ tyranny, and naturally enough 
eonif s Io tbe conclusion tLat in. free America, 
no matter what may ba done at Home or in 
New i'otk or ia Albany, the pretension and 
the bigotry and foe tyranny can have no broad 
or permanent result. America Is emancipated, 
and she caauol again, politically or religiously, 
be enslaved, least of all by a foreign Power. 
The other discourse is even more old fashioned, 
although more solid. It tolls us that infalli- 
bility is not consistent with reason, not con- 
sistent with Scripture, not consistent with 
tradition, and that practically its results will 
ba ruinous. 
Even Dr. Beach, however, does 


not imagine that either ha or his friends are 
much in danger. 


The real point of interest raised by both 


divines is that the Roman Council is soaiewhat 
putting Protestantism into a fright. 
If the 


Catholic Church be so 
antagonistic 
to 


American institutions and to the emancipated 
American spirit why make such a fuss 
about it? 
If infallibility be a humbug, 


if it be unsupported by reason, Scripture and 
tradition, and utterly opposed to the common 
sense of the nineteenth century, why should a 
sober, serious man like Dr. Beach make so 
much of it? Why not say with us: '"Lot 
the Pope have his own way. If infallibility 
pleases him let him indulge his pleasant dream. 
If tlie Council has, no more sense than pro- 
claim the dogma and justify all the nonsense 
of-the Jesuits and the Uitramontanes gene- 
rally, let the Council do what it will and thus 
teach this age of growing intelligence the true 
value of so-called infallible councils." 
We 


need some fresh evidence of clerical folly 
on a grand scale. To oar mind this flutter 
among Protestants is good proof that even 
;hey begin to feel the hollowness Of their posi- 
tion. ID our judgment they are all wrong. 


One and all of them seek to multiply dogmas, 
to enlarge .and complicate creeds. 
What we 


want i3 not complexity but simplicity — not t« 
be tied hand and foot, and mndo to think and 
act like sl.tves, but to bo free, physically and 
intellectually; not Rome but Christ; not tlin 
Pope with his anathemas and his scUemas and 
his bulls, b'ut Christ, with His simple leaching 
and His sweet benedictions. It is time we 
were free from all the cresds and back at the 
Sermon on the Mount. Protestants may rail 
at Rome as they may, and Rome may forge 
her spiritual chains as she will, but thinking 
men who love the narao and teaching of 
Jesus Christ will fail to find in either helpers 
in the great work of founding and building a 
universal Church.' Wo have already often 
advised tlie Pope and his friends. 
We now 


advise Hepworth and Beach and the rest. 
Let them help us to fewer dogmas, simpler 
creeds. Wo are already impatient of the 
yoke. 
Onr fathers fretted under it. Wo 


cannot bear it.

This will 
afford a fine chance to Napoleon, as everybody. 
all over the world will be rejoiced should he 
retain, that celebrated official just long enough 
to cause the assembled prelates to forget ail 
about the schema, and to lose and mix up their 
papers and reports, and briefs and arguments, 
notes, in such a manner as that they will 
finally adjourn if only for health sake, and 
in order to enjoy the fresh breezes of the 
spring — particularly the gentlemen wuo bail 
from the United States and Canada. Napoleon 
the First was a great authority on canon law, 
but his action contemplated only one grand 
scriema, and bis arguments were brief, logical, 
and for the most part decisive. 


It will be seen that the Sultan of Turkey is

what then ? Rome as a mediator and France 
in the Holy Places?

It will be seen by our correspondence from 


London published ia another part of tho 
HERALD that bull and bear operations on 
'"Change," kite-flying schemes, stock specu- 
lations and other like gambling doings are r.ot 
confined to this side of tho Atlantic. We 
rather think London is ahead of New York in 
tbis respect. In fact, our financial "opera- 
tors" appear to get their lessons from those of 
England. Money accumulates in the Bank of 
England, and, as may bo seen by the European 
Mpsn-ams. it continues to accumulate largely 
,in the Bank of France also. At the same lime 
there is great distress in England and stagna- 
tion in legitimate business. It is natural, 
therefore, that when there is such an accumu- 
lation of monpy and little legitimate business 
for its employment, there should bo a tendency 
to speculation. Still the Bank of England 
keeps the screws on pretiy tight, and, conse- 
quently, -our correspondent says, the public 
complain of the indifference and monopoly of 
that institution. The Banks of England and 
France hold together about two hundred and 
fifty millions of dollars in specie. While Eng- 
lish railroad and olher stocks and bonds have 
fallen many of those of the United Slates, and 
particularly United States government secu- 
rities, are rising. The demand for these latter 
continues active. 
But the English sharehold- 


ers in the Etie Railroad and those interested 
in the Atlantic and Great Western are not sat- 
isfied with the appearance of things. The let- 
ter of onr correspondent throws light on these 
and other such matters, awl we recommend 
American financiers and slock speculators to 
read it for themsslves. »

The iirmneas 
in gold and tbd case m mocey checked the decline 
at the close of tbe wees, aud a reactionary leoJins 
was guile strong m Saturday's transactions. 


T£IE COVEBNMEKT MARKET. 


Daring the aecUne in gold the effect upon the gov 


eminent list was to a considerable extent counter- 
balanced by the advancing quotations in London 
and the demand for bonds on European account. 
Both tliede latter Influences were lost to the martet 
daring the past wees, Hre-:wenties In London being

Were the paapie to fcuow all about the 
secret scheming and combinations which, lead to 
some or tne secret subjects of dolibsratioa before the 
Senate, before final action on those subjects, tnere 
would bu less frequent causa for complaint and 
fewer fraudulent transactions to record and deplore. 
The hea'.tiiy discussion which ail public measures 
receive Irom the newspapsrs ana the people would 
insure as a rale more general correctness and pro- 
pnety ol action.

The Indians tooic the-wagons arid chopped tdeia up 
ana left. The bodies of two Indians/Kt.llea during 
the fight, were afterwards round. Tne white men 
all escaped. A party of men was raised immedi- 
ately aad Biartea in pursuit, and came upon mo 
Indians in their camo. A fignt ensued, which re- 
enltoa in the Indians being defeated and six of them 
killed. One white man was tailed. . It la also stated 
ttat in every raid the. Indians make on the frontier 
more or icsa of tlie white men are kllied and women 
•nd children butchered or carried away, aitd a great 
many more whites are Jailed than Indians. Another
